First Lady, Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton, chaired the White House task 
force that devised the health secu- 
rity plan. The proposal calls for 
employers to pay 80 percent of 
their workers’ average health-care 
premiums and workers would pay 
the rest. Small businesses and 
low-wage workers would get subsi- 
dies to help pay their share. The 
plan would cost the federal govern- 
ment an extra 350 billion dollars 
over five years, and Clinton hopes 
to get most of the money from hold- 
ing down spending on medical and 
medicine, boosting cigarette taxes 
by at least 80 cents a pack and im- 
posing a special levy on corpora- 
tions that set up their own health 
plans. 

Floods hit the Midwest in late 
spring and early summer- thou- 
sands of farms and homes were 
lost, fields were swamped and 
towns were submerged. The 
states that got hit hardest were: 
Iowa, Illinois, and Missouri, caus- 
ing billions of dollars in damage. 
As the waters began to recede, 
barges began to move along the 
Mississippi River, and people be- 
gan digging out their mud-filled 
homes. President Clinton signed a 
$5.7 million aid to help the victims. 

Pope John Paul II visited the 
United States for the third time 
since becoming pope 15 years 
ago. The 73-year-old pontiff at- 
tended World Youth Day, a week- 
long pilgrimage that brought nearly 


200.000 youths from around the 
world to Denver. President Clinton 
and Vice President Gore travelled 
to Colorado to meet the Pope. 

Yasser Arafat made history in 
September when he signed a 
peace treaty with Israel. The 
leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization once told a reporter: 
"I am a freedom fighter. I am sure 
this is the way that history will 
remember me.” 

Shiek Omar Abdel-Rahman was 
the accused leader of a group of 
terrorists that set a bomb in the 
World Trade Center. More than 

1 .000 were injured and six died. 
The Egyptian Sheik had been 
linked to numerous terrorist plots 
to bomb other New York buildings, 


the United Nations and Lincoln and 
Holland tunnels. 

In September the Bosnia parlia- 
ment rejected an international 
peace plan for the devastated re- 
public. The move, post-poned the 
settlement that would have ended 
the 18-month-old war that has 
partitioned the country into three 
states, the Croates, Muslims, and 
Serbs. The United Nation has sent 
a peace-keeping force to the for- 
mer Yugoslavia to help keep the 
peace among the three warring 
nations. Tens of thousands of 
people have been killed in the 
conflict and more than a million 
have been left homeless.

It has been yet another triumphant 
year for Rock music. Bands like 
Soul Asylum and Spin Doctors fi- 
nally grabbed onto the Billboard 
charts, and bands such as Nirvana 
and Pearl Jam continued their hold 
on the Hot 100. The 90’s have so 
far been the decade of rock music 
whereas in previous years Dance 
and Pop music had been on top of 
the charts. The year 1 993 was also 
a comeback year for 80’s music. 
Duran Duran enjoyed renewed 
success with their hit self-titled 
album and several Top 1 0 singles. 
Another popular 80's act , Cyndi 
Lauper, started gaining chart 
ground again with her first album in 
four years, Hat Full of Stars. 

Rap music took an interesting turn 


this year, with groups like Cypress 
Hill, House of Pain, and Onyx 
bringing elements of alternative 
music into the rap formula. One 
band which refuses to be called a 
rap group, Rage Against the Ma- 
chine, mixes Heavy Rock with 
angry political rap lyrics. They 
enjoyed success nearly a year af- 
ter their album came out, due to 
thier participation in the Lollapa- 
looza tour. 

Although several types of music 
were successful through the year, 
Rock music remained the cham- 
pion. Nirvana’s In Utero and Pearl 
Jam's Vs. both debuted at number 
one on the Charts. Bands such as 
Stone Temple Pilots and Alice In 
Chains, were constantly in the Top 
10. Sick of artificial music, the 
people raised their voice this year.

In the midst of yet another suc- 
cessful tour, a bomb was dropped 
on Michael Jackson.

Kerrigan won a silver medal for her 
figure skating performance.
